The committee says it took Ford sixty 
days to m ake up his mind, and in six col­ 
um ns of bis paper he has done all he can 
to thw art justice, to defame the dead and 
pervert truth. “ He utters,” they sav, “ a 
tirade against the people of Illinois lor 
seeking to vindicate the law of right, of 
honest men as against I hues and assassins, 
that would be ludicrous were it not that it 
might be accepied as the expression of a 
people. 
•' Does Mr. Ford mean to insinuate that 
Sullivan is the Bgent of tbe English Gov­ 
ernm ent for the m urder oí American citi­ 
zens?” 
Nearly every statem ent in Mr. 
Ford’s article is dented seriatim. 
T he subject of this m urder will notdow n 
until the murderers and instigators are 
brought to justice. The statém ent of Mr. 
Ford that Sullivan and Cronin were ene­ 
mies is also denied.

Saturday even­ 
ing, when the prisoners quit work at the 
chair shop, and began forming for the 
march to their cells, W illiams sprang on 
the platform occupied 
during working 
hours by the guard, and cried : “ Come on, 
boys ; now is the time lo make a break.” 
The situation for a m om ent was exciting. 
There are over 200 pri.-oners in the house, 
and, with weapons !ytng around, they could 
have made a terrible fight. 
T b e ’guards 
grasped their guns firmlv. while several 
sprang for the would-be leader. 
W hether 
the rest of the prisoners were not ready, or 
the click of the W inchesters had an un­ 
canny sound, not one stirred from the line. 
W illiams was secured struggling, and 
hustled across the yard to the prison and 
into a “ solitary ” cell. The order to march 
was given, and the line moved out ot the 
shops to the cell-room. 
W hen ali were 
locked up the guards ar.d officers drew a 
long breath of relief. 
W hen W illiams is 
released from solitary confinement he will 
wear a ball and chain.

Six B ison C aptured in th e R ed D esert iu 
W yom in g. 
Chkyk.nne (W yo ), July 16th.—Steve and 
W ilson W illiams, ranchm en at Rockdale, 
Cartton county, are here for recreation, 
after an excitingand profitable búllalo hunt 
on the Red Desert, eighty miles north of 
Rawlins. The presence of a herd of bison 
at this place has been known for years, but 
the topography of tbe country made the 
capture ot the rare anim als exceedingly 
difficult. The W illiams brothers employed 
as assistants cowboys who were fearless 
riders, and had great skill with the lariet. 
As m ounts they selected powerful horses of 
great speed and proven endurance. The 
chase lasted the greater portion of three 
days, and was a series of adventures. 
Two tull-growu cows were captured the 
first day, a big bull the next, while another 
bull and a pair of females rewarded the 
persevering hunters the third. The hunters 
say there are between forty and fifty full- 
grown bison and a few calves in the herd. 
They have been offered five hundred dol­ 
lars each for their prizes, but demand more.

M emphis (Tenn ), July 16th. — For a 
week past a coal fleet, moored a few miles 
above this city, has been in jeopardy, and 
only by strenuous efforts and a large out 
lav of money have the owners succeeded 
in keeping the boa's alloat.

P A C IF IC COAST R IVERS. 


A n n u al R ep ort o f W ork D one an d T h at 
S hould IU* D on e. 
W ashington, July 16th.—The only re­ 
port on improvements in (he rivers and 
the harbors on the Pacific coast yet re­ 
ceived is that of Major H uer upon the im ­ 
provement of the San Joaquin river. Stock­ 
ton and Mormon sloughs. For this project, 
and the m aintenance of a channel of nine 
feet deep and 100 feet wide through the 
tidal parts of the river and the Stockton 
and Mormon sloughs, there had been spent 
to June 30, 1888 $157,954 36. 
The River and Harbor bill of 18SS appro­ 
priated $25,000, and cf this am ount $15,079 
was spent in the la?t fiscal scar. The en­ 
gineer asks $112 000 for next year. 
Snag 
ging in the M okelumne river was contin­ 
ued at a cost of $1 479 12 out of the $2,000 
appropriated. 
By the Act of August 11, 
1888, the project has opened ten or twelve 
miles of river that were impa-sable, allow­ 
ing boats to reach Benson Bar, scraping the 
wing dantm tng and snagging continued 
throughout the year on the Sacramento 
and Feather rivers. 
The snag-boat removed 658 snags and 
made 127 blasts of powder and ran 49S 
miles. 
Up to the present tim e Congress 
has appropriated $465,000 for these rivers, 
of which $342,632 has been spent. 
There 
is yet unexpended $112 367. of which $100 - 
000 cannot be used until tinder the Act of 
Congress the Secretary of W ar has satisfied 
him self that hydraulic m ining has ceased 
As it has not ceased, these funds are not 
available. 
A further sum of $14,000 has been set 
aside for legal expenses tn connection with 
the suppression of hvdraulic m ining. 
Tbe 
engineers want $4S 000 for u.-e next year. 
Some little work was done in strengthen­ 
ing Petalum a creek, but none of the $2,000 
appropriated fjr u s s has been touched. 
The engineers want $28,000for next year. 
Very little work was done at H um boldt 
bay last year. 
Contracts were le: and the 
plant placed in position, some training- 
wall was built aud the engineer wants 
$337,o00 for the completion of this next 
year. 
ANOTHER DISPATCH. 
W ashington, Jnlv 16:h.—Major W. H. 
Heuer, stationed at San Francisco, in m ak­ 
ing his annual report of tbe operations at 
Hum boldt Bay, says that the training-wall 
has not yet been ex’ended sufficiently to 
bring about the desired results, 
it may be 
that largely increased estimates will be 
necessary for the im provem ent of the har­ 
bor. Additional wails mav be necessary, 
as well as an increase in’ the height of 
those now constrnc'ed. Thirty-three thou­ 
sand seven hundred dollars can be well ex­ 
pended during the coming fiscal year. 
No appropriation is askel for the Mo­ 
kelum ne river. The sum of $28 000 is 
asked for to dredge at:d improve Petalum a 
creek. For the improvement of the San 
Joaquin 
river, Stockton anil 
Mormou 
sloughs, it is proposed that work shall be 
continued by first dredging to m aintain 
nine feet depth to Stockton ; second, re­ 
pairs to the Paradise dam ; third, closing 
the crevasse at Laird's slough; fourth, 
snagging, scraping or building low wing- 
dun s in the upper river, and fifth, m aking 
a new cut-off at the Tweaty-one-mile 
slough. 
The sum of 
2,000 can be profitably ex­ 
pended on Sacram ento and Feather rivers. 
H ydraulic m ining has not yet ceased, con­ 
sequently 
there is yet unexpendid by 
authority of Congress, 2122.307 99. 
W hen 
the m ining ceases then the arm y of engi­ 
neers will begin with the projected im ­ 
provements with any moneys appropriated 
in future, unless otherwise directed by Con­ 
gress. 
It is proposed to continue the work 
with the snagboat after she is repaired, and 
to add the wing dams as may be required. 
Be’ow Marysville both the Sacranento and 
Feather rivers continue to deteriorate, and 
navigation is obstructed necause of the 
material mined anddum ned into the rivers 
and their tributaries. 
No work has been 
done on the Feather river during the past 
year.

T h e San Francisco Alta says th at it was 
not, in its belief, the intention of the 
donors of money for the relief of the 
Johnstow n suflerers th at any of it should 
be used for the rebuilding of the town, but 
th a t it was given solely to provide the 
needy with tem porary relief in the form 
of food, shelter and clothing. 
W e hold to 
a contrary view. 
W e believe it was given 
to be used in any m anner th at the good 
judgm ent of the adm inistrators of the 
fund should dictate. 
W e can see no dis­ 
tinction whatever between providing a 
sufferer with perm anent shelter and giv­ 
ing him or her money which they are at 
liberty to invest in a stable construction 
in which to live. 
If the greatest need of 
the sufferer is for means to rear a cottage 
roof under which to gather his family, 
then it is the proper thing to aid him in 
building his home, and to that extent con­ 
tribute to rebuilding the town. 
Of what 
use is food and of w hat value is tem porary 
shelter if, when both are exhausted, one is 
still by reason of the wrecking of his 
home, w ithout shelter for his household or 
means to keep them from starvation ? How- 
better, indeed, can the money the peo­ 
ple have poured out for the Johnstown 
sufferers be expended than in erecting 
houses for the houseless and those who 
cannot, for years perhaps, command the 
means with which to restore their hearths? 
C harity should not measure the cloth it 
gives or determ ine the lim it of its gift 
so long 
as there is no abuse of it. 
To say th at the erection of 200 or (100 
modest cottages in Johnstow n for the 
widows, the aged, the infirm, and those un­ 
likely to rally speedily from the shock of 
th e great disaster is a misuse of the charity 
fund, appears to us to lie little short of 
absurd. 


T h e statem ents of Muldoon, the wrest­ 
ler, who trained Sullivan for the late 
prize-fight, concerning the character of the 
slogger, are anything hut calculated to in­ 
spire respect for th at fellow. 
According 
to Muldoon, who appears to be a man of 
pretty good sense and of a good deal of 
hum an sym pathy, Sullivan 
is scarcely 
more than one short remove from a mere 
beast. 
H e is w ithout sensibility, proof 
against the emotions, and as the wrestler 
pubs it, “w ithout brain.” 
H e has not 
even regard for his parents, is impervious 
to appeals for mercy and insensible to anv 
kindly feeling. 
G ratitude is an unknown 
quantity in his composition, and his high­ 
est gratification is in m inistering to his 
anim al passions, which *he stim ulates and 
abuses by the grossest excesses. 
H e sums 
up Sullivan as a “thorough-paced loafer,” 
a gross and sensual fellow, w ithout ordi­ 
nary sensibility, a mere anim al in strength 
and a beast in his impulses. 
This is a 
fearful character to give a man, to be sure, 
but it quite accords with the estim ate of 
the slogger made by most people who 
know him intim ately. 
It must he a pleas­ 
ant reflection for those who have gone 
wild over the muscular achievements of 
lliis shameless fellow, th a t th eir enthusi­ 
asm has lieen exjiended upon one of the 
most degraded and unfeeling of human 
Wings, and whose only claim for adm i­ 
ration is his ability to strike a heavy blow, 
a virtue equally |>ossessed by the hind 
legs of many a W tter anim al.

P A R N E L L 'S CA SE. 


H e W ill No L o n g e r b e R e p re s e n te d B e ­ 
fo re th e C o m m issio n b y C o u n sel. 
L o n d o n , July 16th.—Upon the opening 
of the Parnell Commission this m orning 
Sir Charles Russell, counsel for Parnell, 
stated that after a full consideration of the 
situation, Parnell had instructed him to 
no longer represent him before the Com­ 
mission. This was virtually a notification 
that Parnell had declined to make aDy fur­ 
ther presentation of his case before the 
Commission. 
Justice H an n en said : “ Parnell will, of 
course, rem ain subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Court.” 
The counsel for the other members of 
Parliam ent against whom charges were 
made by the Times were then also drawn 
from the case. 
Parnell made personal ap­ 
plication to the Court, asking that if there 
was any design to further the exam ination 
that it be proceeded with without delay.

Thursday. 
After the counsel for Parnell and the 
other members of Parliam ent had retired 
Justice HaDnen said the scope of the in­ 
quiry would not be altered. The taking of 
testimony was then resumed. 
Janies O’Kelly, a m em ber of Parliam ent, 
declared that he had no statem ent to make. 
On cross-examination he admitted that he 
was a mem ber of the Irish Republican 
Brotherhood from 1866 to 1870. In 1871 
an attem pt to arrest him was made wheD 
he was leaving Ireland under the name of 
John Sm ith. Letters were found in his 
baggage from an agent who was shipping 
arm s to Ireland. 
Sir H enry James, counsel for the Times, 
produced several letters written by O’Kelly, 
partly in invisible ink, in which reterence 
was made to the shipm ent of arms and the 
doings of the KeniaLS. One of the letters, 
referring to a rem ittance of $21,500 from 
America, contained a passage 
reading; 
“ We are ready to take the field when the 
proper order is issued.” 
The witness admitted that the letters 
were not authentic. 
W hile the witness 
was in America he joined the Clan-na- 
Gael. This organization sent him to Ire­ 
land as a m ilitary officer to reorganize the 
men. H e received $9,000 towards expen­ 
ses. H e did not effect the object of his 
mission, finding that the agents in Ireland 
declined to co-operate with him . H e there­ 
fore considered the mission ended, and 
went to France. H e sent his resignation 
to America and returned $8,000. 
During 
his career in Parliam ent he received no 
money from America. 
Mr. Matthew Harris, the mem ber of the 
House of Commons for East Galway, testi­ 
fied that he joined the Fenians in 1865. 
The death penalty to traitors was not an 
essential feature oi the Fenian constitution. 
Mr. H arris instanced the case of informer 
Kickhatn, and said that the society, after a 
discussion, decided that he should not be 
shot. 
Presiding Justice H anner: 
“Tbe fact 
that there was such a decision implies 
m uch.” 
Continuing, the witness said tlis Fenian 
Council of 1881 was held in Paris for the 
sake of security. Mr. Davitt had been ar­ 
rested and they did not know whose turn 
would be next. It was therefore thought 
better to meet out of Ireland.

MONEY IN SUGAR.

L o n d o n , July 16th.—A conference of del­ 
egates from the countries engaged in the 
production of beet sugar was held in Brus­ 
sels on Monday. The conference founded 
a syndicate bank, which will establish 
branches and agencies in all tbe principal 
cities of the world. The capital will be 
£3,036,000. The bank will do no speculat­ 
ive business, but will sell sugar on com­ 
mission and make loans to m anufacturers. 
The profits will be divided among tbe 
members. 
The bank will also furnish 
members w ith news 
concerning sugar 
m arkets.

Theodore Knox, son of Dr. P. B. Knox 
of Santa Barbara, and a member of the 
hardw are firm of Harsch & Knox, of Santa 
Barbara, who disappeared July 8th, has not 
been found, but Dr. Knox has heard from 
his son. The message came in a round­ 
about way—just how the father does not 
state. It is to the effect that Theodore is 
alive and well somewhere, but where tbe 
message did not reveal. 
Dr. Knox cannot 
or will not even tell who the messenger 
was. The mere fact that so mysterious a 
message should come in such a strange way 
but strengthens the suspicion that there has 
been foul play. 


THE CHARLESTON. 


T h e T ru th A b o u t H e r F a ilu r e C o in in g 
O u t a t L a st. 
[New York T ribune, July Sth.l 
Mr. Scott, ibe enterprising manager of 
the Union Iron W orks, has blurted out the 
truth about the Englisb-Ameriean navy. 
He frankly acknowledges the failure of the 
Charleston to develop the requisite horse­ 
power, and holds the late Secretary ot the 
Navy res onsible for the costly changes 
that have been made iu the machinery. 
He states that after the purchase of the 
English plans Mr. W hitney learned that 
the Japanese cruiser, Naniwa-Kan, which 
was the model of the Charleston, had only 
succeeded in m aking the requisite horse­ 
power and speed after twentv-two trials and 
numerous alterations, but Mr. W hitney re­ 
fused to sanction any deviation from' the 
designs, apparently being apprehensive lest 
English ship-builders 
should 
shift the 
responsibility of the failure of the ship 
upon the American contractor and the 
Navy Departm ent. The vessel has been 
completed, but the first trial was not suc- 
cesslul, owing to the miscalculstions of 
the designers. Extensive alterations have 
been ordered at the expense of 
the 
Government, and it is now hoped that 
the 
contract 
requirements 
in 
horse 
power and speed can be complied with. 
It is fortunate for Mr. W hitney's reputa 
lion that his successor is a broad minded 
Cabinet officer, who scorns to sacrifice tbe 
interests of the nation to the ends of nar­ 
row partisanship. Secretary Tracy, if he 
had chosen to im itate his predecessor’s tac­ 
tics in condemning the Roach vessels, 
could have succeeded in exposing the reck­ 
less mismanagement of the Department in 
the purchase of defective plans and in tbe 
subsequent refusal of Mr. W hitney to allow 
alterations to be made in the designs. 
He 
has preferred to deal generously with the 
contractor, to grant four m onths' ex'ension 
of tim e for tbe completion of the Charles­ 
ton. and to do everything in his power to 
enable the ship to develop the required 
horse-power and speed. This is a wise and 
patriotic policy, for it is vastly more im ­ 
portant for the country to have the best 
{•ossible ships and to huve unembarrassed 
shipbuilders whocan furnish more of them, 
as they may be required, than it is for the 
Republican Administration to score a point 
against the Democratic A dm inistration. 
M r. W hitney in his day did not take this 
broad view of tbe subject. 
For the sake of 
party advantage he declared wur on a suc- 
ce83lul contractor, closed a great shipyard, 
and discredited the best engineering and 
expert talent of the Departm ent. One ex­ 
hibition of that sort of partisanship in 
naval affairs ought to suffice for this gen­ 
eration.

B ut no peison, however 
proficient he may be as a musician, can ob­ 
tain these results without a knowledge of 
educational science and its practical appli­ 
cation in teaching music. 
Music is a "universal language.” 
No 
other language is 60 generally recognized 
and taught in all countries. Such is the 
simplicity of the elements upon which the 
language of music is based that educational 
principles can be more éasily and success­ 
fully applied in teaching it than in teach­ 
ing any other language. 
The major scale is the series of sounds 
upon which the whole superstructure of 
music is constructed. It contains every­ 
thing there is in music, and furnishes the 
true basis from which to work. 
It is the 
bey, through theuseof which thegreatand 
intricate problem of intervals can be very 
easily solved. 
The value of proper in ­ 
struction in the public schools as a founda­ 
tion for all subsequent training in all de­ 
partments of musical education can hardly 
be appreciated. B ut to be of any practical 
value the instruction m ust be of the right 
sort. Tbe child m ust be put in the same 
relation to the subject of music as to all 
other studies, and the study of music can 
be quite as successful as any other branch, 
if the teachers generally believe in it.

“Judge, your Honor, I ’m not here with 
any attorney—I ’m going to conduct my 
own defense, and if I ’m guilty I want to 
be punished for it. B ut I w ant separate 
trials on these counter-charges.’’ 
T his was said with a great flourish of 
arm s and hands, and in oratorical tones, by 
E . M. Leitch in the Police Court yesterday> 
w hen the counter-charges of Leitch against 
H annah Mendis 
and H annah 
Mendis 
against Leitch, for disturbing each other’s 
peace, were called. After rem aining in 
heroic, statue-like pose for a m inute or so, 
to give his speech more eflect, the speaker 
stalked over to the w itness-standand swore 
to tell the truth. 
“ My nam e is Edward M inor Leitch, not 
Edw in, as the newspapers have stated,’’ 
began the plaintiff-defendaut-altorney-wit- 
ness, dram atically and w ith deliberation. 
“ On the 10th instant, as I was going out of 
the back gate of m y residence, on Second 
street, I suddenly became aware of the fact 
that I was being assaulted from the rear by 
a heavy artillery fire. I turned and beheld 
H annah Mendis with an apron-full of 
brickbats, stones, tin cans and mud, which 
she was with great force and rapiditv hu rl­ 
ing upon me. * Behave yourself,' or I’ll 
have you arrested !’ said I ; but the heavy 
artillery desibted not. I called to my fam ­ 
ily to come and witness the assault, and 
they responded with alacrity. This young 
w om an—this virago—applied an opprobri­ 
ous epithet to me and my family, and de­ 
clared that she could whip the whole gang 
of us.” 
5 
_ “ This occurred in this city and county ?” 
inquired City Attorney Church. 
“ N o; in the rear of my house, on Sec­ 
ond street, between P and Q, next door to 
Mendis’.” 
The witness glanced trium phantly about 
the crowded Court-room, as if courting ap­ 
probation from the loungers, but he was 
brought up with a sudden jerk by the open­ 
ing of the cross-examination by Grove L. 
Johnson, attorney for Miss Mendis. 
“ Y ou’re not on good terms with the 
Mendis family, are you?” asked the attor­ 
ney. 
“ Oh—w ell—I can’t say that I am n o t; 
at least I thought well of them before this 
occurrence.” 
This was said with such a great show of 
m agnanim ity that it fairly paralyzed the 
Mendis family. 
“ Now, Mr. Leitch, as a m atter of fact, 
you’re not friendly with them ?" 
“ Well, I don’t mingle with them .” 
“ You have had considerable trouble 
with them , haven’t you?” 
“ Oh, no; let me see. though—yes, I be­ 
lieve we did have trouble once, when I had 
Miss Mendis arrested for disturbing the 
peace.” 
“ You spoke of her as a virago—” 
“ Y es; Webster says a virago is a turbu­ 
lent, masculine woman—that’s w hat she 
is.” 
“ Did this heavy artillery and light dra­ 
goons ever assault you before ?” 
“ Oh yes ; lots of tim es.” 
“ Sure?” 
“ Well, I think so.” 
“ Why did you say lots of times, when 
you only think so?” 
“ I didn't say lots of times.” 
“ I thought you did.” 
"Y o u bet 1 didn't—I know w hat I'm 
talking about.” 
Mr. Johnson apologized, sarcastically, 
and the audience laughed. 
“ You were afraid of the virago, were vou 
n o t?” resumed Mr. Johnson. 
“ You bet 1 was ; I had to dance around 
pretty lively to dodge those brickbats.” 
“ Did you call upon your family to help 
you out in the light?” 
“ No, 8ir-ee, 1 can take care of myself. I 
ain’t afraid of nobody.” 
“ I thought you said yon were afraid ?” 
“ No, sir; you bet I ain't afraid of no­ 
body.” 
“ Von said you were.” 
“ I didn’t either.” 
Mr. Johnson apologized again, in his own 
inim itable way, and once more the spec­ 
tators grinned. Leitch began to get fidgety 
under the attorney’s fire, and couldn’t see 
any joke about it. 
“ Now, Mr. Leitch,” said Mr. Johnson, 
“ the whole sum and substance of this busi­ 
ness is that you don’t like those people, 
and you w ant to get them out of that 
neighborhood—is it n et?” 
"O h, no; not at all. I could live alorg- 
side of them always, if they would be­ 
have.” 
“ Then, you like them ?” 
“ Not m u ch !” 
Mr. Johnson then proceeded to question 
the witness about some other previous es­ 
capades in which Leitch figured, but Mr. 
Church objected. 
“ I want to show,” satd Mr. Johnson, 
“ that this man is trying to run that neigh­ 
borhood down th e re : that he considers 
him self the Grand Vicegerent of God in 
Sacram ento; that he meddles with every­ 
body else's atfaire, and is constantly m ak­ 
ing trouble.” 
Leitch writhed under this cannonade, 
and essayed to interrupt the attorney with 
such rem arks as : “ T hat’s it—you’ve got it; 
that's right — you bet,” etc., struggling 
vainly all the while to sm ile and appear 
calm. 
A fter a few more questions, Leitch was 
excused from the stand, and he left it with 
alacrity, heaving a deep and soul-stirring 
sigh of relief. 
Mrs. Leitch testified that she saw a por­ 
tion of the assault upon her husband, and 
heard some of Miss Mendis’ choice lan­ 
guage. 
Leitcb's two sons were called, and both 
swore that they saw nothing of the affair. 
T his closed the case for tbe prosecution, 
and H annah, who is a pert little brunette 
of some 18 years of age, was called upon to 
give her version of the artillery assault, 
tíhe said she threw a tin can over into 
Leitch's yard and it accidentally struck the 
proprietor of said yard. 
Leitch 
then 
called her a vilt name, and she threw mud 
at him . 
H annah's sister Katie and her 
father corroborated this, and that was all 
tbe testimony. 
It was suggested that the counter-charge 
against Leitch be subm itted on tbe same 
testimony, but Leitch protested vehem ent­ 
ly. 
After the m atter was explained to 
him , however, and he was perm itted to 
m ake another Shakesperian speech, he 
consented to the proposition. 
City Attorney Church found him self in 
an awkward position in arguing tbe case 
for the people. As prosecutor he was com­ 
pelled to ask for the conviction of both 
parties, owing to the condition of affairs 
brought about by the counter-charges. 
Grove L. Johnson, in arguing for the 
conviction of Leitch and the dismissal of 
M iss Mendis, gave Ijeitch a terrible rasing 
over the coals—but in that suave and polite 
but tantalizing m anner characteristic of 
him . 
H e dwelt at length upon the state­ 
m ent of L eitth to the effect that his sons 
had witnessed the assault, and the latter's 
contradiction of that statem ent. 
He com­ 
plim ented the boys on being more truthful 
than their father. 
Leitch squirm ed and winced at this, and 
finally, unable to longer control his temper, 
blurted out: “ W hy don’t you cry a little?” 
Mr. Johnson didn't move a muscle, but 
quitely called the attention of the Court to 
Leitch’s inability to control his vindictive­ 
ness, and then pitched into Leitch without 
gloves. H e referred to him as a criminal, 
who ought not to be perm itted to run at 
large in tbe community; |a mean coward, a 
falsifier, and a vindictive man. 
Leitch with difficulty kept his seat, but 
his countenance was a picture of rage. 
Judge Buckley, when the case was sub­ 
mitted, stated that according to the law he 
could not see that a case had been made 
out against Leitch, no m atter wbat the cir­ 
cumstances might be. 
It 
was evident, 
though, that Miss Mendis had commenced 
the trouble. Consequentlv Leitch was dis­ 
charged and the young lady held for sent­ 
ence.

PERFECT WEATHER. 


A M id s u m m e r D ay T lia t S c a rc e ly S ta rte d 
th e P e r s p ir a tio n o n A n y o n e. 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
tem perature yesterday were 80° and 54°. 
with brisk southwesterly winds, a steady 
barom eter and a cludles3 sky. The high­ 
est and lowest on the same date last year 
were 104° and 60°. Yesterday was 24 de­ 
grees cooler than on. the sam e date last 
year. 
The mean daily tem perature for the past 
eleven days has been from 2 to 6 degrees 
cooler than normal tem perature, the latter 
being from 72° to 75°, w hilethedaily mean 
tem perature for the past eleven days has 
ranged from 06° to 70°. Tbis shows that 
the present pleasant climatic peculiarities 
are a little unusual, although not much 
out of the way, for our usual heated and 
oppressive weather appears during the last 
week in^August, and extends to the 15th or 
25th of September, which is the season vis­ 
itors say that Sacramento is a hot place. 
The highest and lowest one vear ago to­ 
day were 100° and 64°. 


A an Ness H ad to Disgorge. 
T. C. Va>t Ness, Im m igration Commis­ 
sioner, paid $3,164 and $824 34 interest into 
the State Treasury yesterday, on a judg­ 
m ent recovered against him and his bonds­ 
men. Van Ness was Im m igration Com­ 
missioner in 18S3, and received 70 cents per 
head for each im m igrant arriving at the 
port of San Francisco by vessel. Out of 
this fee he was to retain a salary and the 
rem ainder was to go for the erection of 
lazerettas. 
Van Ness did not turn in this 
surplus, and criminal action was brought 
against hitu, but he was acquitted on some 
technical point.

In August, 1S86, several Sacram entans 
organized w hat is known as “ The Bell 
Fund," a fund created to provide for the 
comfort in his old age and affliction of the 
pioneer colored journalist of the coast, 
Philip A. Bell. Miss Sarah M. Jones was 
made President of the organization and B. 
A. Johnson Secretary. Many citizens sub­ 
scribed sums, to be paid m onthly, and the 
sum collected was regularly paid to secure 
nursing and proper care of the infirm old 
man to whom the colored people of Cali­ 
fornia owed so much. 
The collection and disbursem ent of the 
money m onthly entailed a great deal of 
labor upon Miss Jones and Mr. Johnson. 
Recently Mr. Bell died in San Francisco 
and Miss Jones deems it due to the public 
that a statem ent should be made of the 
am onnt the people contributed, as it was in 
the nature of a public trust. 
The society of which Miss Jones was the 
executive collected 
from 
Sacramentans, 
m ainly between August, 1886, and up to 
the death of Mr. Bell, a few weeks ago, 
$458 85. 
It paid out in m onthlv payments, 
tor which it holds vouchers, $373 20 for the 
support of the beneficiary. Its incidental 
expenses were $12, and it has a balance on 
hand of $73 65. 
Just before the death of Mr. Bell the 
person having the care of him in San Fran­ 
cisco removed him to a public institntion 
in that city. This was done w ithout the 
knowledge of the Sacramento society. Had 
it known of the intention, its members say 
they would have paid out all on hand and 
have raised more money to have secured 
personal care and nursing of the old pio- 
reer. The society was m aking its regular 
m onthly payments, and that in April had 
been greatly increased, and did not have 
notice in tim e that the party caring for the 
old newspaper man deeired to abandon his 
post.

AN ALLEGED FORGEB. 


A M an M 'lio C a rrie s a n A s s o rtm e n t o f 
lla n k C h e c k s in H is P o c k e t. 
Officer Arlington returned from Stockton 
yesterday with a m an whom it is claimed 
forged several checks in this city, one be­ 
ing on C. Ebm an, and another on Fabian 
Brothers. H e had in his posession several 
of D. O. M ills’ bank checks, but it is not 
known really to w hat extent he has oper­ 
ated. 
H e has given two names, that of J. 
Foster and W. A. Y anderhurst. 
Although he had on his person several 
blank checks sim ilar to those passed upon 
the Sacramento citizens mentioned, they 
fail to recognize in the prisoner the person 
who victimized them . 
It is quite likely 
that he had a pal, who worked off the 
checks, although Chief Lee has positive 
knowledge that Y anderhurst (or whatever 
his nam e is) was him self in Sacramento 
on the day the forgeries were committed. 
Beside the checks of D. O. Mills & Co.’s 
Bank there were also found on him blank 
checks on Fresno, Los Angeles and other 
banks. H e also carried a m em orandum 
book, in which be had entered the names 
of the towns he had visited, with the dates, 
showing that few places in the State of any 
size had been overlooked. 
H e is evidently 
what the police would term "a very smooth 
article,” and was well equipped for doing 
an extensive business. 
Chief Lee is quite certain he can be con­ 
victed, under the Penal Code, for having 
these bauk checks in his possession.

A K entucky M em ber Arises to a Ques­ 
tion of Privilege. 
O l y m p ia , July 16th.—A few days ago J. 
Z. Moore, of Spokane Falls, ordered fifteen 
cases of the best whisky to be shipped to 
him from Kentucky, in order that he might 
keep open house in good old-fashioned 
style. 
A reporter saw the whisky delivered and 
wrote a sensational article for a Seattle pa­ 
per, thinking that Moore was lobbying in 
the interest of the Northern Pacific Itail- 
rrad and had im ported the liquor as con­ 
ducive to subtle infiuence. 
Moore to day rose to a question of priv­ 
ilege, had the article read and denied he 
was connected with the Convention in any 
irregular m anner. 
H e explained the details of hie Ken- 
tncky career and instanced the im portation 
of liquor as only in keeping w ith the old 
tim e principles of hospitality for which 
K entuckians are noted. 
Great applause greated the explanalion, 
and at the conclusion of the Convention 
the delegates resorted to Moore's house and 
sam pled his goods long and deeply. 
The Judiciary Committee made its re 
port, recommending the establishment of a 
Supreme Court of three Judges, which shall 
constitute a Court, and divides the State 
into twelve District Courts. No Judge can 
leave the State for more than sixty days, 
except by special perm ission of tbe Gov- 
enor. 
No fees are allowed any judicial officers, 
except the Recorders or Justices in towns 
of less than 5,009 inhabitants. 
Among the propositions introduced was 
one asking for the establishment of an 
agricultural college, and one asking for the 
establishm ent of State rooms, and several 
favoring the A ustralian election law.

dories to tend the trawls. The weather was 
very thick, and the fog became so heavy as 
to shut out all sight of them from the ves­ 
sel. Search was kept up until Monday af­ 
ternoon. Fog horns were blown, and as 
m uch noise m ade as possible to attract 
their attentton, but nothing could be seen 
or heard of them . 
The Captain is nearly distracted over the 
loss of his men, although he believes they 
have been picked up by some passing ves­ 
sel, as fishing vessels were num erous at the 
point where they were lost. The wind was 
not blowing heavily, and he sees no reason 
for fear of their capsizing, even should they 
be adrift for forty-eight hours before being 
picked up. AH but two of the crew are 
married and have large families.
